INCIDENT MANAGEMENT SITUATION REPORT
SUNDAY SEPTEMBER 11, 1994 - 0700 MDT
NATIONAL PREPAREDNESS LEVEL V

Current Situation: Cooler temperatures and higher humidities have assisted
suppression efforts on large fires in Oregon and ldaho. High winds continued
to cause fires to spread rapidly in Montana. A Type 11 Incident Management
Team was ordered from the Northwest for the Northern Rockies. Increased
activity occurred in the southern portion of the Eastern Great Basin.

Colonel Chip Leonard, USA, is the Task Force Commander of one Battalion and one
Aviation Unit assigned to the Corral Creek and Blackwell fires. Colonel Joseph
Leigh, USA, is the Task Force Commander of one Battalion assigned to the
Koocanusa Complex.

Eastern Great Basin Area Large Fires:

CORRAL CREEK/BLACKWELL COMPLEX, Payette NF. A Type I Incident Management Team
(Monahan), and the 1st Engineer Battalion, 1st Infantry Division, USA (Lt.
Col. Bostick, Commander) are assigned. Helicopter support is being provided by
the 4th Battalion, 1st Aviation Brigade, (Lt. Col. Brostrom, Commander) and the
A/6-158th Aviation Unit, USAR. Individual tree torching and burning occurred
within the interior, but there was no perimeter growth.

IDAHO CITY COMPLEX, Boise NF. A Type | Incident Management Team (Maupin) is
assigned. The complex consists of the BANNOCK, BEAR RIVER, RABBIT CREEK, NORTH
FORK and STAR GULCH fires. Cooler temperatures and cloud cover limited the
fire spread, but occasional torching and short range spotting made line
construction difficult. The evacuation order for Wapiti and the Grandjean
summer home tract will be lifted today.

CHICKEN COMPLEX, Payette NF. A Type I Incident Management Team (Birch) is
assigned. Fire behavior was subdued by cloud cover, higher humidities and
cooler temperatures. A burnout around Davis Ranch was successfully completed.

THUNDERBOLT, Boise NF. A Type Il Incident Management Team (Martin) is
assigned. The 4th Battalion, 1st Aviation Brigade, USA is providing helicopter
support. Crews made progress with direct line on the lower part of the west
flank and in improving direct line on the north flank. Mop-up and
rehabilitation is ongoing on the south and east flanks. Increase in acreage is
due to more accurate mapping.

TIN CUP COMPLEX, Caribou NF. Burnout operations are continuing in Browns
Canyon along the north flank.

PIONEER COMPLEX, Challis NF. No significant activity occurred due to favorable
weather conditions. Crews are continuing to hold, contain and mop-up. No
increase in size of the fires in the complex.

TROJAN 2, Uinta NF. The fire started in grass and has burned into timber in an
urban interface area.

Northern Rockies Area Large Fires:

BLACK BUTTE, Gallatin NF. A Type Il Incident Management Team (Bennett) is
assigned. Progress is being made as the wind has blown the fire back into
itself.

BABY DEAN, Northern Cheyenne Agency, BIA. A Type | Incident Management Team
(Meuchel) 1is assigned. The fire acreage is estimated at 48,000 acres, however,
unburned islands within the perimeter will reduce acreage burned by 8-10
thousand acres. Structures along Highway 212, Lame Deer and Ranch dwellings
are threatened. Some outbuildings have been destroyed, but no residences have
been harmed. Variable winds, erratic fire behavior and spotting associated
with a frontal passage is expected.

SMITH CREEK, Gallatin NF. A Type 1l Incident Management Team (Cowin) is
assigned. Structure protection and evacuation plan for 18 private structures
will be in place today. Another 60 structures are near the fire.

SOUTH SNOWY, Lewistown District, BLM. A Type 1l Team has been ordered. The
fire made runs to the north and northwest yesterday with spotting and erratic
fire behavior. Retardant drops on the east and south flanks were effective.

WINDY POINT, Lewistown District, BLM. A Type 1l Incident Management Team
(Stone) is assigned. Major accomplishments were made in line construction,
burnout and holding on the north end of the fire. The fire was relatively
inactive.

KOOCANUSA COMPLEX, Kootenai NF. The 3-11th Field Artillery, I Corps (Lt. Col.
Patterson) is committed. The complex is contained.

DRY HEAD, Crow Agency, BIA. No new information was received.

NORTH FORK COMPLEX, Glacier NP. The major fires in the complex are:

STARVATION, HOWLING and ADAIR 11. No new information was received.

Alaska Incidents:

KOYUKUK FLOOD, Alaska State. A Type 11 Incident Management Team (Abbott) is
assigned. The villages of Hughes, Allakaket and Alatna have been affected by
the floods, 252 residents from these villages are being sheltered in Fairbanks.
The Team is managing the efforts in Hughes to salvage property.

Outlook: ***** A RED FLAG WARNING has been posted for southern Nevada,
northwest Arizona, Utah and western and central Wyoming for low humidity and
strong gusty winds. ***** A major cool upper level trough continues to moves
onto the Pacific coast. This trough extends from northern British Columbia to
the southern California coast. An upper low continues to develop over northern
California bringing rain and showers to the mountains of Washington, Oregon and
northern California. Showers will be widely scattered in ldaho and Montana.
The Intermountain West and desert Southwest will continue to experience strong
gusty winds and very low humidities. Cooler temperatures are expected in most
areas. Fire activity will continue with the potential for increased activity
in areas with red flag conditions.
